OLEOMARGARINE  PRODUCTION 
JANUARY  1939 


United  States  production  of  oleomargarine  during  January  1939  to- 
taled 30,315,000  pounds,  according  to  reports  made  "by  manufacturers  to 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  This  production  is  2,946,000  pounds 
less  than  the  output  during  January  1938  and  1,290,000  less  than  the  5-year 
(1934~32)  January  average. 

The  quantity  of  oleomargarine  manufactured  from  animal  and  vegetable 
oils  was  approximately  12  percent  of  the  total,  or  3 » 747 » 000  pounds,  and 
from  vegetable  and  nut  oils  22  percent,  or  26,562,000.
